Telstar seniors 
score near state 


averages on SAT 


Telstar's graduating seniors last June 
scored above the state average on the 
verbal section of the 1985 Scholastic Ap- 
titude Test, but below the state average 
on the math section, according to figures 
supplied by the Telstar guidance office 
and the Maine Department of Educa- 
tional and Cultural Services. 

On the verbal section of the SAT, the 
Telstar students taking the test averag- 
ed 462, whereas the state average was 
432. On the math portion, the Telstar 
students averaged 452, while the state 
average was 466. 

At the state level, the 1985 scores show- 
ed a slight increase over 1984 scores~ 
an increase of three points in each 
portion, 

On the local level, the 1985 scores were 
up sharply over 1984, but were down from 
some previous years. Test results have 
varied widely over the years, possibly 
because of the small number of students 
taking the exam locally. This past year, 
only 40 tof 75 graduating seniors) took 
the test.

CMP says cost 
of Gloria could 
cause rate hike 


The $1.5 price tag toted up by Central 
Maine Power as the cost of cleaning up 
after Hurricane Gloria a week-and-a-half 
ago may be passed on to the consumer. 

Peter Thompson, CMP’s manager of 
public affairs, told The Citizen his com- 
pany would consider the extra operating 
costs involved with repairing storm 
damage added justification in any rate- 
hike request put before the state’s Public 
Utlities Commission. 

A number of people were still angry 
with CMP last week for taking so long to 
repair downed lines. Asked why CMP 
didn’t hire linemen from unaffected 
states to speed up the repair, Mr. Thomp- 
son said his company felt it would take 
longer to bring in workers from other 
utilities than to do the work themselves. 
However, last week—four days after the 
storm went through—CMP did bring in 
workers from other utilities (from nor- 
thern Maine and New Hampshire). CMP 
also hired 200 workers for tree-trimming 
duties. 7

A giant honored last weekend 


At last Saturday’s Gould Academy almuni luncheon, Joe Roderick 
a legend among those who attended the school during the 40s, 50s and 


60s, was honored. 


Few of the students who attended Gould Academy during those years 
failed to be influenced is some manner by Joe. Although primarily the 
teacher of boys’ physical education, his influence extended over a far 
greater sphere than that. His role as friend, confidante, coach, and 
counselor knew no rich, no poor; it made no difference to Joe if a stu- 
dent lived in the dormitory or was a day student. 

His assistance with gymnastic instruction in the girls’ physical 
education program brought the intricaciés of that sport to the forefront 
long before it achieved the widespread visibility it enjoys today. 


As the present Gould headmaster, Bill Clough, said last Saturday, 2 


few have influenced so many as has Joe; he truly left footprints for 


many to follow.. 


The honoring of Joe grew from an idea of John Todd, present direc- 
tor of development at Gould, a 1960 graduate, who was Gould track 
captain in his senior year. Originally conceived to be an appreciation 
of Joe’s role as track coach from 1943 to 1967, it was soon realized that 
his influence on Gould students encompassed far more than that. More 
than a dozen of his track captains were on hand Saturday, forming but 
a nucleus of those wishing to honor him, 

The memento presented to Joe last Saturday, a double-barrel Brown- 
ing shotgun, was from the captains of his track teams, winners of 11 
state championships from 1946 to 1961; the sentiments were those of 
untold numbers of former Gould students and staff members. 

Under Joe’s tutelage, Gould students learned that while victories 
were nice, life goes on, win or lose, and that sports and education are 
but a preparation for what comes after. As Longfellow said many years 


ago: 


Not in the clamor of the crowded street, 
Not in the shouts and plaudits of the throng, 
But im ourselves, are triumph and defeat! 
As one of his track captains, dating from nearly two score years. ago, 
this writer can only say, thanks Joe—teacher, counselor, coach and

In anarticle in a recent edition of The 
Citizen discussing progress on the airport 
project, I was given credit for donating 
the land to the town on which the new 
airsttip is to be built. I wish I could claim. 
such credit, but I cannot; the town was 
only claiming what was already theirs 
when it was voted in town meeting to ex- 
ercise their option on the land to develop 
a new airstrip, 

In order that rrore people know the 
history of the Bethel airport and who con- 
tributed what, I will attempt to submit 
a brief outline of the origin of the Bethel 
airport up to the present time. 

In 1945 a group of local people in- 
terested in flying decided to do 
something about establishing a perma- 
nent airport. Up to that time, what fly- 
ing was done locally was out of various 
farm fields which often flooded in the 
spring, and tall hay and fences were a 
hazard at other times, 

The location of the airport was chosen 
for many reasons, probably one of the 
most important being that it was 
available, Fred Edwards, a well-known 
landowner and lumberman of that time, 
agreed to give the land for the purpose 
of it being developed into an airport for 
the benefit of the public. Mr. Edwards 
was the real donor of the land for the pre- 
sent and future airstrips. 

Knowing that the town would not do 
anything at that time, a group of us form- 
ed the Bethel Airport Corp., sold shares 
at $10 per share, and raised money 
enough (roughly $10,000) to develop the 
existing airstrip. 

In addition to the land given by Mr. Ed- 
wards, a Small portion of the old Bethel 
fairground and racetrack was acquired 
in exchange for shares in the Airport 
Corp. from Henry Boyker, who at that 
time owned and operated what is now the 
Norseman Inn, This was to allow for a 
better entrance to the park and also 
lengthen the strip some. 

The approach to the west end of the 
runway was somewhat hazardous as 
there were tall pine trees growing right 
to the end of the runway. The Valentine 
faruly, who owned the land at that end, 
were persuaded to cut the trees and to 
keep more from growing. This really was 
quite a sacrifice on their part and I ex- 
pect is riot widely known and properly 
appreciated. 

A second runway was planned on the 
same heading as the new runway will be, 
but Jack of funds pievented its 
developrient. 

Jn 1959, with the bills accumulating ard 
no ifi¢omie, the Airport Corp, sold the pre- 
serit airstrip, plus ati option to take, at 
no cost, a strip of larid approximately 
400x4,000 feet for the purpose of expan-

CHECK SMOKE DETECTORS 
ON THURSDAY OF 
FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 

Thursday of Fire Prevention Week is 
the day residents are urged to check their 
smoke detectors. 

“Last year 17 people died in residen- 
tial fires and thus far this year 14 have 
died, many of whom would most likely 
be alive today if they had: had. an 
operating smoke detector,” said State 
Fire Marshal Don Bisset of the Maine 
Department of Public Safety. 

Bisset said because Maine law re- 
quires all apartments to have smoke 
detectors.there has been a decrease in 
fatalities; however, there has been an in- 
crease in single family dwellings. He said 
November and December usually result 
in increased fatalities through the use of 
heating equipment. 

“Fire Prevention Week (Oct. 6 through 

12) is a good time to make sure installed 
smoke detectors are working and for 
people—especially those who have wood 
stoves—to purchase them in order to 
have the crucial early warning time re- 
quired to save lives from smoke and 
fire.” 
_ Bisset said Thursday, Oct. 10, should 
be set aside to make sure A-C powered 
smoke detectors are free from dust, and 
battery powered smoke detectors have 
an operable battery and are free from 
dust so that the detector will be able to 
signal a life saving alarm should the need 
arise. 

The State Fire Marshal said, “U-L or 
F-M listed smoke detectors are rela- 
tively inexpensive, but more important 
—when properly installed—they work!”

The year began on Sept. 4 in a flurry 
of activity as all new students and 
parents took part in registration, 
assemblies, and a few adventurous 
Bamies designed to introduce faculty, 
students, and parents to one another. 
Parents departed in mid afterrioon, leav- 
ing boys und girls to unpacking and plan- 
ning for 242 days of hiking and eanoeitig. 

Early the next day, eight groups head- 
ed for the rivers, lakes and mountains of 
Maine and New Hanipshire on orienta- 
tion trips. It was an opportunity for 
students to bridge the gap from home to 
Gould Academy, to get to know some 
faculty, staff, and student proctors, and 
to begin to appreciate the wild beauty of 
the White Mountains and canoeing 
waters of the surrounding area.

Local gem expert 
helps find large 
tourmaline deposit 


A deposit, of tourmaline, apatite and 
other rare minerals recently discovered 
at the Mount Rubellite Quarry, in 
Hebron, may prove to be one of western 
Maine's most important mineral 
discoveries, according to State Geologist 
Walter Anderson, of the Maine 
Geological Survey, 

The discovery was made on Labor Day 
by mineral collectors Priscilla and Levi 
Chavarie, of Winthrop, and Jim Mann, 
of Bethel, 

Tourmaline—Maine’s state mineral 
is a crystalline material. occurring ina 
variety of colors, including beautiful 
transparent varieties valuable as 
gemstones. 

Western Maine tourmaline is “world 
class,” according to Mr. Anderson, who 
says the quality of the local red, green 
and deep blue gemstones is among the 
best in the world. 

Woodrow Thompson, a survey 
geologist, says the first discovery of gem 
tourmaline in Maine was made by 
children in Paris, Me., in 1820, “Ap- 
parently, the children found the 
gemstones on Mt. Mica, among the roots 
of an upturned tree.” 

He said the site of the recent discovery 
has been visited by Carl Francis, curator 
of minerals at the Harvard University 
Museum. According to Mr. Thompson, 
Curator Francis believes the discovery 
may prove to be the most significant find 
of rare minerals inh Maine since the 
discovery of gem tourmaline in Newry, 
in 1972, The strike at Newry yielded tour- 
maline valued at hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, including the foot-long crystal 
called “The Jolly Green Giant," which is 
now on display at the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, in Washington, 

Mrs. Chavarie, one of the discoverers 
of the new site, Says she and her husband 
have been exploring the area where the 
discovery was made since 1959, and over 
the years have found miodest amounts of 
tourmaline. Mrs. Chavarie~-who 
operates 4 mineral shop in Winthrop— 
says she has been interested in western 
Maine's minerals since she was a child. 
“I'm from Paris, where my grandfather 
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wallets, and much more.

operated a rosé quartz mine. My first job 
was working for Dick Nevel, who 
operated the quarry at Hebron, where we 
made this discovery.” 

According to Bethel's Jim Mann, one 
of the other discoverer's of the site, 
Mount Rubellite is the first place in North 
America where a mineral called 
pollucite was mined back in the 1920s. “It 
was mined for General Electric Com- 
pany and used in the electronics in- 
dustry,” Mr, Mann said, 

One of the most spectacular specimens 
found this fall in Hebron is a 20- to 
30-pound crystalline mass of pink tour- 
maline. This variety of tourmaline is call- 
ed “rubellite," and gave the mountain its 
name, Anumber of purple and lavender 
apatite crystals have also been found. 
“Outside of Maine, good apatites of this 
color have only been found in five or six 
locations in the entire world,” Mr, Mann 
said. The best have come from the Mt. 
Apatite quarries, in Auburn, 

According to survey geologist Thomp- 
son, the minerals discovered at Mount 
Rubellite do not have industrial value, 
but are important to collectors and the 
scientific community. “Thousands of 
amateur collectors better known as 
rockhounds~-come to New England each 
year, They are a small but. important 
part of the tourist industry, expecially in 
places like western Maine, We receive 
hundreds of requests from them each 
year for information, and we're now 
preparing a guidebook to recreational 
mintral collecting. OF course, collecting 
at Mount Rubellite is not allowed, but 
there are many other old quarries and 
mines which offer collecting oppor- 
tunites,” Mr. Thompson said. 

According to Bethel’s Marin, the new 
pit will be mined “until snow comes.” The 
minerals are being removed by digging, 
drilling and blasting with dynamite, 
“We're working slowly and. carefully. 
Heavy mining would probably destroy 
many of the minerals we're looking for,” 


he said.

power lines, Mr. Thompson said the com- 
pany follows a four-year cycle in cover- 
ing the 17,000 miles of line. 

“Fortunately,” he said, “a storm like 
that doesn’t occur here only every 30 
years, 

“It hit us worse than anything in the 
company's history,” he added. 

The Sept, 27 hurricane, which, as far 
as could be determined, went right over 
Newry, knocked out 250,000 of CMP’s 
435,000 customers, But 200,000 of those 
were restored by Saturday night. By late 
last week, the number of customers still 
not re-connected had dwindled to a few 
hundred, mostly camps off the beaten 
path. 

In repairing damage after the storm, 
the company used 140 line crews, with 280 
line workers, plus. support crews. to. 
answer phones,.ete, 

About 400 company employees were 
handling up to 500 phonecalls per hour. 
And New England Telephone reported 
rejecting an additional 2,000 calls every 
half hour during the peak of the restora- 
tion process. 

In the Bethel area, CMP district 
manager John Eliot worked two days 
straight without sleep, but then had to 
wait for equipment from other areas to 
do the remaining hook-ups. 

In addition to dropping tree limbs on 
power lines, the storm also knocked over 
more than 100 poles, That was nothing 
compared with the damage caused by 
hurricanes Carol and Edna in 1954, when 
1,200 poles went over. At that time, it took 
two weeks to restore service fully. 

CMP officials felt the company's 
response to Gloria was better than their 
response to Carol and Edna,

when the budget money ran out. The date 
of completion for the job is March 15, 
Work is expected to begin in January. 

The contract to be signed with Mr. 
Olson stipulates that the town will pur- 
chase the materials and will pay the con- 
tractor 10 percent over cost for his efforts 
in arranging the purchases. This is the 
same method used in constructing the 
ambulance garage and town officials 
believe it saves money by getting better 
discounts for prompt payment, The town 
will also pay him. and his crew for the 
labor put in on the job. 

The selectmen examined Mr. Olson’s 
bid specifications, wondering if money 
could be saved by downgrading some of 
them, such as the quality of the solid-core 
birch doors or even the commode, After 
it was determined that the commode was 
to be an ordinary white one, Selectman 
Victor Coolidge suggested as an 
economical alternative, “We could puta 
twehole, wind-powered one in there.” 

The board instructed Town Manager 
Lynch to order Mr. Olson to shop around 
for the best prices when he is ordering 
materials. 

The board approved increased rates 
for highway department equipment. The 
rates are those charged out to the various 
town budgets as well as to outside agen- 
cies, such as the state and county, that 
hire town equipment. 

Sharp rate increases were approved 
for the town’s new grader, which will now 
be billed at $50 an hour for grading and 
$55 an hour for plowing. The rate for the 
old grader had been $25, The rates went 
up on other vehicles as well, such as the 
4x4 pickup, which had been pegged at 
$6.25 an hour for plowing and will now be 
billed at $18 an hour. Chairman Jodrey 
said, “We don’t want to be working for 
any less than the going rate.” All rates 
include gas, oll, and maintenance, but 
not an operator’s wages. 

In other business, the selectmen sign- 
ed the election warrants for the Nov. 5 
referendum election, which will contain 
the controversial alternatives on low- 
level radioactive waste site selection. 


The selectmen authorized the town- 


manager to hire a recording secretary 
for the Planning Board—for no more 
than 10 hours a month. 

The board approved concealed 
weapons permits for James Mann, Levi 
Brown, Glenn Myers, George Nickerson 
and Donald Luxton.

Oxford Hills H.S. scores 
given to SAD #17 board 


SAD #17 Superintendent Ken Smith 
released the SAT scores of the Oxford 
Hills High School Class of 1985 to the 
Board of Directors at their Monday night 
meeting. 

The 1985 scores are 441 in verbal (com- 
pared with 432 statewide, and 462 at 
Telstar) and 478 in math (compared with 
466 statewide, and 452 at Telstar). 

OHHS Guidance Director Bob Clifford 
noted that his school’s averages have 
been above the state averages in every 
year but one, since 1972. In 1984, OHHS 
seniors scored 454 in verbal and 521 in 
math, he said.

Stiffer penalties may 


decrease OUI offenses 


Stiffer penalties for repeat offenders of 
the operating under the influence (OUI) 
law tent into effect last month, Acting 
Chairman of the Maine Highway Safety 
Committee, Arthur A, Stilphen, said, 
“Since repeat (OUI) offenders are involv- 
ed in about 25 percent of highway 
fatalities, hopefully these penalties will 
be enough to deter them from getting 
behind the wheel to drive after they've 
had too much to drink.” 

Under the new penalties, a second-time 
conviction will result in a minimum fine 
of $500, seven days in jail and a license 
suspension of one year. For the third and 
subsequent convictions, the minimum 
penalty is a $750 fine, 30 days in jail and 
license suspension for two years.

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DISTEMPER OUTBREAK 
WARNING 

Dog owners in central Maine are be- 
ing advised to take precautions to protect 
their animals from an outbreak of 
distemper, 

The Department of Inland Fisheries 
and Wildlife highly recommends that 
dogs receive annual check-ups, vaccines 
and booster shots—especially raccoon 
hunting dogs preparing for the fall 
season. 

Regional Biologist Eugene Dumont 
says numerous confirmed and suspected 
cases of distemper have been observed 
in raccoons and skunks in the Kennebec 
County area this summer. A similar out- 
break of distemper was reported last 
year from the Waterville. area. 
Distemper of raccoons is caused by a 
virus, known as Canine Distemper Com- 
plex, and occurs. worldwide, Dumont 
says. 

“All canines, including domestic dogs, 
foxes and coyotes, are highly susceptible 
to this disease, Symptoms vary, but in- 
clude watery discharge from inflamed 
eyes and nose, lack of apetite, and ner- 
vous fits and twitching,” he adds.

Jail personnel receive 
reprimands over escape 


Follewing the escape last month of 
Joseph Perham, Jr., of West Paris, be- 
ing held in the county jail on charges of 
attempted murder, three jailers receiv- 
ed formal reprimands from Sheriff Alton 
Howe. 

The three, whom Sheriff Howe declin- 
ed to name, had Jefters of reprimand 
placed in their personnél folders. The ac- 
tion came, the sheriff told The Citizen, 
following formal hearings at which the 
three corrections officers were allowed 
to present their side of the situation, 

In addition to the letters of reprimand, 
one jailer was put on probation for one 
year, one for six months, and one receiv- 
eda one-week suspension without pay. 

Mr, Perham escaped Sept, 22 while in 
the exercise yard with other prisoners. 
When a guard watching them was call- 
ed inside, the prisoner climbed up onto 
the roof of an adjacent building and 
jumped over the 12-foot wall. Although 
a search, with tracking dogs, was begun 
shortly thereafter, the trail ended at the 
Norway dump and Mr. Perham has not 
been spotted since, though there have 
been a number of alleged sightings of the 
fugitive, 

Mr. Perham was being held for grand 
jury action looking into the charges that 
he attempted to murder two people in 
West Paris in July. The grand jury was 
expected to issue an indictment in the 
case later today (Wednesday), according: 
to court officials.

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THIS WEEK AT THE 
Moses Mason House 


Over 400 people attended the October 
monthly meeting held in Bingham Hall 
auditorium on Oct, 3, President Alden 
Kennett called the meeting to order and, 
after the secretary’s and treasurer's 
reports, announced that the next meeting 
will be held on‘Nov, 7 in the meeting room 
of the Dr. Moses Mason House. The 
meeting will feature a presentation by 
Thomas Hubka, author of “Big House, 
Little House, Back House, Barn: The 
Connected Farm Buildings of New 
England,” published in 1984 by the 
University Press of New England, 

Society Director Stanley Howe then in- 
troduced David Weiss, one of the pro- 
ducers of the film “From Stump to Ship,” 
which attracted the largest. audience 
ever in the historical society’s 20 years 
of existence. Weiss explained the 
background of the film and how it came 
to be reproduced for presentation around 
the state at this time. He, in turn, in- 
troduced Dr, Edward Ives, director of 
the Northeast Archives of Folklore and 
Oral History at the University of Maine 
at Orono. An internationally recognized 
authority on folklore, he has done exten- 
sive research on life in Maine’s lumber 
camps and is the author of “Joe Scott: 
the Woodsman-Songmaker.” Dr. Ives ex- 
plained the importance of this 
photographic resource for understanding 
the past and provided an example of a 
lumbering camp song. 

“From Stump-to Ship” was filmed by 
Alfred Ames, president of the Machias 
Lumber Company, in 1980, to, as he said, 
“make a record of the long lumber opera- 
tions on the river.” At the time Ames 
made this film, lumbering was a labor- 
intensive industry. Trees. were still cut 
by hand and most of the loading and 
unloading of logs was also accomplish- 
ed by human effort. A few technological 
changes, however, foreshadowed today’s 
more mechanized operations. The Lom- 
bard log hauler, invented at the turn of 
the century in Waterville and patented 
in 1901, could move much larger loads 
and did not require a horse’s care and 
feeding. The Lombard also eliminated 
troublesome small stream drives and 
often saved the expense of building 
dams. : 

Even taking equipment costs into ac- 
count, hauling logs was often as 
economical as driving them; from 1925 
on, it became consistently cheaper to 
haul. It should be noted that this 
technology was not in widespread use in 
eastern Maine at the time this film was 
made. 

“From Stump to Ship” takes a close 
look at traditional practices and 
technology in a time of transition, as 
machines and motor vehicles began to 
replace workers and animals in the 
woods. The film includes many 
reminders. of the way the lumber in- 
dustry helped to develop the State of 
Maine and the character of its people. 
The images presented are a visual record 

of a significant era in the state’s chang- 
ing industrial history. 

Following the showing of the film, a 
discussion was led by David Weiss and 
Dr, Edward “Sandy” Ives, A reception 
was held at the Dr. Moses Mason House 
meeting room where cider and donuts 
were served and many lumbering ar- 
tifacts were on display for discussion. A | 
group of Gould Academy trustees, Head- 
master William Clough and others in- 
terested enjoyed another showing of the 
film, followed by commentary by David 
Weiss and Karen Sheldon, the co- 
producers of the film, which was funded 
bya grant from the Maire Humanities 
Council and Champion International 
Corp.

Autumn highways 
hold special dangers 


Reduced visibility and wet, leafy roads 
play a leading role in many motor vehi- 
cle crashes at this time of year, 

“The autumn haze develops into fog— 
always a road hazard—calling for low 
bearn headlights, reduced speed and ex- 
tra caution,” said Col. Allan H. Weeks, 
chief of the Maine State Police, 

Fog or autumn haze is not the only bar- 
rier to vision on the roadway, Piles of 
leaves beside the road can also result in 
personal injury crashes or fatalities. 

The state police chief advises motorists 
to be extra alert for youngsters who may 
be jumping into or crawling about piled 
leaves near roadways. 

“Children get a kick out of crawling in- 
to a pile of leaves, However, sometimes 
they forget that for their own safety they 
should stay away from leaves piled 
alongside of a road,” said Weeks, 

In addition to piles of leaves along the 
roadway, motorists are reminded that 
rain-slick roads can be dangerous. 

“Maine troopers ask each motorist'to 
drive at reasonable speed at all times, 
and to reduce speed to fit conditions, 
especially on wet, leafy roads,” said Col. 
Weeks.
